tlu-ir  aixii'ty  and  iiiiiialitiici'  wasboiii  of  a 
desire  to  .see  a  measure  introduceil  tliai 
would  meet  with  the  unaniiiious  aiiiiroval 
of  the  House  ami  merit  the  <oiumendation 
of  every  person  outside  of  it.  I  trust  thai 
my  honorable  friemls  would  not  be  disaji- 
piiinted  in  tlieir  desires  or  expeetatious  In 
relation  to  the  Hill.

Secondly,  the  adding  to  I  lie 
present  l,e!,'i.sliitive  vole  for  educational 
puilioses  the  siii,'  of  slO.tRH),  and  to  provide 
thalthat  .Sinn  .shall  be  distributed  in  the 
followiiiy;  manner:  namely,  that  sV.ihmi 
.shall  be  pi. iced  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Hoards  of  Education  outside  of  St.  ,lolm"s 
to  help  destititte  places,  and  that  the  sum 
of  ;-i:{,(KM)  shall  uo  to  auunienl  the  salary  of 
leaehers  tliri>Ui;liout  the  island.

I  do  not  propose  at  tliis  time  to  deal 
with  these  several  allocations,  but  tlieri' 
is  one  amount  that  I  deem  it  most  neees- 
«ary  to  refer  to  inasmuch  as  the  ohject 
for  which  it  is  set  apart  is  to  some  ex- 
tent, misunderstood.  I  refer  to  the  allo- 
cation of  $;>,0()()  for  Industrial  Kducation 
or  ^lanual  Traininjr,  voted  by  the  Legis- 
lature for  the  first  time  last  yeai-.  It 
had  Ixjen  misunderstood  in. «onie quarters, 
because^  a  wilful  and  delibei-ate  attemin 
had  Ix'en  mad(!  to  deceive  the  jmblic.  I 
am  sorry  to  observe  that  this  was  done 
merely  for  i>arty  and  jwlitical  purposes. 
An  attempt  was  ma<le  to  arouse  sectarian 
prejudice  in  relation  to  it  by  the  un- 
founded iL'-sertion  that  the  vote  was  given 
foi-  the  Ijenelit  of  the  Koman  C'atholii- 
( )i-phan9Ke  at  Moiuit  ( 'ashel.  There  cculd 
U- nothing  further  fro)n  the  truth.  The 
iiinount  was  projxirtioned  on  a  /» /■  i-d/iild 
basis  and  siiveu  to  tlie  various  denomi- 
nations. In  reading  over  the  report 
made  by  the  Hev.  Dr.  Curtis,  Superin- 
tendent'of  Methodist  Schools,  for  WKY',  I 
observe<l  the  following  ]iaragra])h  which 
deals  with  the  subject.  The  rev.  gentle- 
man says: —

Miil  Training  by  llio  LesisliUiirt-  at  tlic  sos- 
bion  ;  f  ino2,  to  bo  divided  hclucrn  tin- 
religious  diTioniinations  cpon  ihc fii-i-  mpita 
basis.

The  Kev.  t'anon  Pilot,  Suiwrinteiident 
offhuifh  of  Kngland  Schools,   hiw  just 
|>laced  in  my  hands  a  i>arlicularly  able 
and   exhaustive    reixi'-t  on    the   subject, 
which  has  ii'cenlly  eii^'aged  his  attention. 
The  rev.  and  learned  gentleman  says  :— 
"  I  have  assumed  that  .■•■  a  Manu.d  '('rain- 
ing School  is  to  be  est.tMislud  in  our  mirl-st, 
such  a  lx.'ginning  would  naturally  1h'  made 
inSt.  Jiilin's,  lint  I  slm  :   I  deprecate  any  plan 
liv  which  the  wliiile  of  tlio  grant   coming  to 
tlie  Church  of  I'.ngland     ciiild  be  swallowed 
up  here. 

"  There  nuist  be  .aiiuliow  a  recognition 
that  St.  John's  is  not  the  whole  of  the  Island, 
.ind  that  its  jKopie  h.ive  no  exclusive  right 
lo  the  privileges  for  tills  grant.  There  are 
l.irge  and  Mn|K)rt;int  centres  of  population  in 
tour  of  our  principal  b.iys ;  these  must  tie 
considered,  and  alter  trial  lias  l)een  made  in 
this  new  dep.irtnreand  lound  successful  .and 
.iliraclivc  in  St.  lohii's,  iN  extension  will  1)- 
.1  matter  of  siiiifile  i'.isiici-.  I  look  forward 
with  gre.it  ixpecl.ition-.  lo  the  lienctit  which 
will  accrue  to  ail  oar  scliools.  by  placing  in 
them  tiMchers  who  s'l.ill  have  themselves 
gone  through  llie  jirescrilied  course  of  M.an- 
ual  'rrainini;,  and  who  sli.ill  inlroduee  into 
the'  'lols  some  liiriu  of  Maniialfraining, 
of  c.iri..ioard  work  evrn,  uh'ie  woodwork  is 
not  available. 

"  l''or  the  piesviu  I  have  eonhned  my  re- 
lu.irks  to  the  .Mann  il  liiining  of  lioys.  I 
inighi  with  force  enl.irge  upon  the  claims  of 
i;irls  to  e(|U.il  reeiigniliiin  in  some  other  form 
of  M.iiiii.il  Tr.iiniii;;,  .■-.i>  in  connection  with 
Uoincstic  Science,  liiil  must  leave  them  for 
liilure  notice. 

"  1  h.iv-  oiilv  to  .eld  til. it.  impressed  as  I 
have  beconie  I'lV  tiiv  eiic|iiiry  into  the  subject 
111  Manu.il  Tii.iniii.';  ;is  a  true  branch  ol 
education,  and  convinced  that  the  exercise 
ot  hand  and  eve,  under  correct  direction,  is 
of  no  less  import, inee  lli.iii  that  of  the  mein- 
orv,  and  power  of  verbal  expression,  its  in- 
iKidiiction  into  our  svslini  of  education 
ought  no  Innu'cr  to  be  c  elayeil.  The  wisdom 
of'the  I.ei;isi.uiire  in  voting  Js.ooo  for  this 
and  its  elder  brcjther  Industrial  Education, 
can,  in  invopinimi,  be  no  longer  (|uestioncd. 
Indeed  I'lhall  In'  much  surprised  if,  when 
we  have  got  tairlv  uiidei  way  and  see  the  re- 
sults of  even  two'vears  only  of  tliis  new  pro- 
cess, the  House  of  Assembly  be  notass.iiled 
with  petitions  for  its  wide  extension."
